LIVING WITH YOUR 
HEART 

By Paul Dudley White 

‘There is much written in 
the lay prees nowadays about 
all kinds of disease, their 
diagnosis, and especially 
their treatment. Also pro- 
grams of preventive medi- 
cine are being much talked 
about, especially in the field 
of heart disease and with re- 
ference particularly to high 
blood pressure and coronary 
thrombosis (the obstruction 
to the blood supply of the 
heart muscle itself by clots in 
the vital coronary artertes;. 
We have not yet discovered 
the causes of these diseases 
or how to prevent them but 
we are on the way. We must 
be patient probably for a 
few years more and wait for 
the results of much research 
actively going on now. Mean- 
while we should continue vi- 
gorously to support this re- 
search both morally and ma- 
terially. 

However, while these pre- 
ventitive programs are be- 
ing developed we must not 
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ually 

non-infectious diseases, even 
when exposed, any more 
than is true of the infections. 
Some persons, in fact some 
families, are more likely to 
acquire tuberculosis or ch- 
tonic bronchitis, or certain 
other infectious diseases 
than are other persons. Simi- 
larly there is a familial ten- 
dency to the heart diseases, 
in particular rheumatic, hy- 
pertensive, and coronary. 

“In the case of rheumatic 
fever and the sequel of rheu- 
matic heart disease, about 
half of all the patients with 
these conditions have close 
relatives with the same affli- 
ations. It has been estimated 
‘that about five percent of all 
populations are sensitive to 
a rheumatic reaction to a 
streptococcus sore throat. It 
is this fraction of various 
communities «end not the 
other 95 per cent who need 
the most protection against 
the Streptococcus hemoly- 
tious. Much time, energy, 
and money will be saved if 
we recognize the importance 
of this fact and concentrate 
our protection on the candid- 
ates for the disease. More 
detailed fumily and personal 
histories of all patients will 
be needed in the future to 
bring this to pass. 

High blood pressure and 
its effects on heart, arteries, 
brain, and kidneys are also 
found to run iu families and 
so here again it will be of 
much inportance eventually 
to apply preventitive mea- 
sures, when we discover 
them, to these candidates. 

Finally, all of us physi-| 
cians who see many persons 
with coronary thrombosis or | 
angina pectoris (oppressive 
pain under the breastbone, 
on effort in perticular) have 
learned that here too there 
is by inheritance a strong 
family tendency to the dis- 
ease, especially if both father 
and mother or their immed- 
| fate ancestors have been sim- 
| ilarly afflicted. And so it is 
the-young male member of 
such a family (since mases 
are many times more affect- 
ed than are females at an 
early age) who need to have 
preventive measures applied 
when we discover them. 

At the moment some of us 
cardiologists believe that kr 
avoidance of any gain 
weight after the age of say} 
twenty-five years, a diet not 
overrich in animal fat and 
pastry, and the maintenance 
of a regular program of vi- 
gorous physical exercise, es- 
pecially in the case of those 
with much muscle, may ev- 
entually prove to be of im-, 
portence in delaying or even 


bosis in the young candid-| 
ates for the disease. 

In order to help us phy-|« 
sicians in picking out the 
candidates for these various 
diseases, I would like to urge 
every family to return to the 
old custom of recording in 
the family bible or other 
wise the dates of birth and| 
death and the diseases of 
members of their family, In- 
cidentally, when the causes 
of death are obscure, or even | 
when they do not seem so, 
postmortem examinations 
may wisely be requested by 
the family which so often 
in the past has refused per- 
mission under the emotional 
stress of the moment.
